2. The personal hearing in the said matter of the 
showcause notice dated 10-9-2001 was held on 
27-9-2001. The persons at Sr. No. 2 , 4 , 5 , 7 and 8 attended 
the personal hearing and also filed a written reply dated 
27-9-2001. The other members at Sr. No. 1 , 3 and 6 did 
not attend the personal hearing on the aforesaid date . 
The members present for the hearing pointed out that 
the present Board of Directors had taken over the charge 
of the affairs of the society at the time when the financial - 
position of the society was not encouraging. They also 
stated that the business of running a fair price shop was 
adversely affected due to the recent policy of the 
Government, as a result the fair price shop run by the 
society had to be closed . As far as running of banking 
counters are concerned it has been stated that the 
society had maintained the required liquidity ratio of 
15 % . However, the reply furnished by the Board of 
Directors to the said point has not been found 
satisfactory and convincing as it is evident that the 
amount collected by the society by way of various type 
of deposits from its members were not properly utilised 
and the same were diverted for other purposes such as 
running of fair price shop etc. as a result of which the 
society is unable to repay the deposit to the account 
holders . It is also found that the society has failed to 
initiate appropriate action to recover the amount

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involved in overdues , as a result, maximum portion of 
the amount has become overdue . The society has availed 
a loan of Rs. 10.19 lakhs from the Goa State Co - operative 
Bank Ltd., Panaji out of which 9.82 lakhs has become 
overdue. So also , hypothecation loan payable to the said 
bank is worked out to Rs. 7.09 lakhs. The affairs of the 
society have not been properly managed and the 
members of the Board of Directors are found negligent 
in performing their duties imposed on them as per the 
Act , Rules and Bye-laws of the society as a result of 
which the society has suffered accumulated loss of 
Rs. 32.83 lakhs.
